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Cost Of Living 


Continues Its 


Upward Trend 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Food, 
clothing, housing and other liv­ 
ing costs rose five-tenths of one 
per cent last month to continue 
the nation’s worst inflation in 
some 20 years, the government 
reported today. 
And. said the Labor Depart­ 
ment, some 45 million rank and 
file workers suffered another 
drop in pay checks because of 
shorter production hours, an ap­ 
parent result of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s anti-inflation pol­ 
icies designed to slow the econ­ 
omy. 
The November rise in costs 
brought the consumer price in­ 
dex to 130.5, meaning it cost 
$13.05 last month for every $10 
worth 
of typical 
family 
e\- 
penses in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 
“The increase was due mostly 
to higher prices for food, appar­ 
el and nearly all types of con­ 
sumer services,” said the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 
Average pay checks fell 62 
cents to $116.63 per week, the 
second straight monthly drop. 
After adjustment for the price 
hikes, the average pay check 
dropped 1.1 per cent in purchas­ 
ing power over the month. The 
average

purchasing 
power was five-tenths of one per 
cent below a year earlier, and 
2.3 per cent below the record 
high of September, 1968,

The rise in food prices was 
largely due to vegetables and 
eggs. Meat prices declined a lit­ 
tle.

LANSING (AP) — A move to 
free millions of dollars in funds 
for schools with large numbers 
of culturally and economically 
deprived children was blocked 
today when the House refused 
to accept a Senate figure. 
The funds, which have been 
scheduled to go out Dec. I, are 
held back by a lawsuit challeng­ 
ing constitutionality of the rule^ 
under which the money is dis­ 
tributed. 
The House voted 52 - 49 in fa­ 
vor of a Senate plan to add 
S850.000 to the program, but that 
fell four votes short of the num­ 
ber required for passage. There 
was a possibility another vote 
could be taken before adjourn­ 
ment for the year. 
House Speaker William Ryan, 
D- Detroit, led the opposition. 
He claimed that the additional 
figure should be $1.5 million —

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McCormick Tract 


The IL S. Public Service is seeking the ad­ 
vice of a large number of public and private 
authorities in land use on how to manage the 
17,124-acre McCormick Tract in Marquette and 
Baraga counties. The land was donated to the 
federal agency in the will of Gordon McCormick, 
grandson of the inventor of the reaper. Prior to 
McCormick’s death late in 1967, the land had 
remained for years as the private preserve of 
the McCormick family. His will stipulated that 
the Forest Service use the property for forestry 
research “and other purposes.” 
The tract is an unspoiled block of forests, 
lakes and streams. Although most of it was cut 
over long ago, it has been largely undisturbed 
since it was acquired by the McCormicks. Except 
for the erection of lodges and service buildings 
on White Deer T ake and the brushing out of 
about IOO miles of walking trails, there has been 
practically no development within the area. Be­ 
cause of this, the McCormick Forest presents 
an interesting and unusual challenge in land 
utilization. 


To help it cope with this challenge, the For­ 
est Service invited a number of persons par­ 
ticularly interested in land use to serve as mem­ 
bers of an advisory committee. 
They represented an impressive diversity 
of agencies and organizations — the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, the Upper 
Great Lakes Regional Commission, the Timber 
Producers Association of Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin, the Sierra Club, Marquette County Board of 
Supervisors, United Auto Workers. Northern 
Michigan University, Michigan United Conser­ 
vation Clubs, the McCormick Estates, National 
Audubon Society, Escanaba Paper Co., Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, Iron County Sportsmen’s Club, 
Michigan Technological University and Michigan 
State University. The representation reflects the 
dimensions of interest in the McCormick Forest 
and its future. 
Out of the recommendations of the com­ 
mittee and the decisions of the Forest Service 
will come a master plan for managing this unique 
parcel of land. This is generally the procedure 
of Forest Service followed in drawing up its de­ 
velopment plans for the Sylvania Tract in Go­ 
gebic County. 
The McCormick Tract invites comparison 
with Sylvania. Both are now part of the Ottawa 
National Forest. Both were once the private 
playgrounds of wealthy industrialists. Both cov­ 
er approximately the same land mass (Sylvania 
has 19,000 acres). Both were zealously protected 
by their former owners. And both have now been 
acquired by the public. 
But there is a significant difference in how 
they were acquired. Whereas t h e McCormick 
tract was an outright gift of an estate, the Syl­ 
vania Tract was sold by the estate to the Forest 
Service for something over $5,000,000.

The Forest Service had a moral obligation 
to solicit outside opinion on its management plans 
for Sylvania because it was purchased with tax 
dollars. The same sort of obligation does not 
hold in the case of the McCormick Tract, but 
the Forest Service has very sensibly decided to 
exercise that obligation nevertheless, 
federal and state cooperationxz’w 
There is an unusual opportunity for federal 
and state cooperation in the management of the 
McCormick Forest because of its proximity to 
two major state recreation units. Van Riper 
State Park, consisting of 800 acres, is less than 
IO miles due south of the McCormick Forest and 
the proposed Craig Lake State Park, an area 
of 10,600 acres, of which the state now owns 
4,500 acres, lies a short distance to the south­ 
west. 
Tile possibilities f o r coordinated manage­ 
ment of the three areas are intriguing. Collec­ 
tively, they have the potential of becoming one 
of the Midwest’s very best outdoor complexes. 
“We have even’ intention bf working very 
closely with other projects in this area.” David 
B. King of St. Paul, Minn., director of the North 
Central Forest Experiment Station, assured 
member of the Committee. 
It seems a sensible approach.

Senior Citizens Role 
In Society Expanding

The present time is the first 
one which 
has 
had 
a large 
number of senior citizens who 
are still physically 
able and 
possessed of means so that they 
can lead active lives. 
This is also 
the 
first time 
that the elderly have had such 
political influence. We had a 
foretaste of this in the Town­ 
send Clubs of the early 1950s, 
but pensioners have since out­ 
stripped 
the 
hopes 
of 
the 
Townsendites for put-to-pas- 
ture pay. 
It was inevitable that these 
things 
should 
happen as we 
advanced the 
retirement age, 
increased Social Security and 
private pension 
systems 
and 
developed 
the 
national 
eco­ 
n om y, but the social changes 
that 
have resulted 
are 
still 
rather 
ill 
defined 
and 
still 
evening. 
Want Fair Share 
The elderly used to take pot 
luck. They are disinclined to do 
this today. They want a fair 
share of the national affluence 
and if it is not forthcoming in 
the natural course of political 
events, they raise public ques­ 
tions about it 
and 
both 
the 
State Legislature and Congress 
are responsive 
to 
their 
de­ 
mands. 
They did the 
work 
which 
brought on so 
much of our 
present 
affluence, 
and 
they 
should share its benefits, they 
say, and there is public agree­ 
ment. Part of the 
agreement 
may 
be 
motivated 
by 
the 
thought 
that 
everyone 
who 
lives long enough will become 
a “senior citizen” and pension­ 
er himself and that retirement 
is not spoiled by the 
regular 
receipt of large checks. 
Make Contributions 
Happily, the interest of our 
senior citizens goes far beyond 
their own welfare. They make 
a big contribution to the public 
welfare by their volunteer lab­ 
ors ar*d other activities. 
They ran 
our 
communities 
only yesterday and they did a 
god job of it and they have not 
lost interest in public affairs 
just because they have retired 
or semi-retired. They are our 
first generation in retirem ent 
in a big and 
important 
way 
and so they are pioneers, test­ 
ing out many theories 
about 
the best ways for senior 
citi­ 
zens to be useful and happy. 
The men, especially, keep in ­ 
formed about their home com­ 
munities by meeting to discuss 
public issues and some of the 
most inspective and 
thorough 
examinations of civic affairs in 
Upper Peninsula cities are be­ 
ing 
made 
by 
this 
process. 
There seems to be no strong 
effort to translate the findings 
of such groups into 
political 
pressure (the groups are bi­ 
partisan) but it seems likely 
that this may eventuate, and 
meanwhile it is influential be­ 
cause it is so informative. 
Two Great Strengths 
America is 
obviously 
in 
a 
leadership crisis of serious di- 
mendons. It is feared that we 
are becoming less governable 
because it is so hard to achieve 
a public consensus; there are 
so many pressure groups seek­ 
ing their own ends 
that 
we 
canot agree on programs for 
everybody. 
Our senior citizens should be 
able to make a helpful contri­ 
bution in solving this problem 
because they have two 
great 
strengths. They rarely seek of­ 
fice themselves. And many of 
them have great experience. 
The greatest obstacle which 


our senior citizens 
have 
to 
overcome in this process is the 
strong tendency of 
advancing 
years to increase conservatism. 
Youth Is a time for 
radical 
thought and advanced age is a 
time 
for 
ultra-conservatism. 
We need both, but when we fail 
to strike a 
balance 
between 
them tile public interest is us­ 
ually not well served. 
An 
example 
should 
help 
point the lesson. Ernest Ronn 
of Negaunee, a United Steel­ 
workers 
Union 
official, 
is 
chairman of the Michigan-Wis- 
consin executive committee of 
the Upper Midwest 
Research 
& Development 
Council. The 
organization 
works 
on 
the 
identification and solution of 
area economic problems. 
Leson To North 
At a meeting in Eau Claire, 
Wis., this year the 
tw o-state 
group heard reports on problem 
communities. 
A 
Wisconsin 
member 
said 
that 
Spooner, 
Wis., should be a lesson to all 
northern Lake States commun­ 
ities about what could happen 
to them and what they should 
work to prevent. 
The community, he said, lost 
its major 
industry 
and 
had 
been unable to attract another 
to replace it. In this emergency 
the people tightened their belts 
and made do with less, the 
young people left the commun­ 
ity for other cities which offer­ 
ed employment and the older 
population settled into a new 
way of life with less 
income 


than they had been accustom­ 
ed to. 
Finally, he said, this process 
so cheapened living in Spooner 
that the town became attrac­ 
tive to elderly persons and oth­ 
ers on small fixed incomes as a 
place where living was cheap. 
People moved to 
Spooner to 
stretch their incomes. 
Process Is Cruel 
But the 
process, 
said 
the 
speaker, was a cruel one to the 
quality of living in the com­ 
munity. With 
the elderly in 
control because so many of the 
younger and m iddleaged per­ 
sons had left, every proposal 
for 
progressive 
expenditures 
was defeated. The sc hoi mill­ 
age elections all lost. A “Spend 
Nothing” attitude was created. 
The speaker said 
that per­ 
sons who had known the bene­ 
fits of life 
in 
a 
progressive 
community wouldn’t want the 
change his town was undergo­ 
ing. “We have forgotten about 
our young people,” he said. 
And our social security sys­ 
tem is built upon 
the 
young. 
VZ hen we increase government 
payments to the elderly 
who 
have stopped paying in to the 
system, we mortgage the earn­ 
ings of the young to support 
their elders. 
There are two lessons here. 
We shouldn’t push the elderly 
into situations where they must 
be regressive. (Inflation does 
this.) And we must make op­ 
portunities for youth.

GOP Economic Program 
Facing Crucial Period

NEW YORK (AP) — These 
are crucial days for the Nixon 
administration’s economic pro­ 
gram —a 
program 
that 
has 
promised much but which bas 
been able to show very little un­ 
til very recently. 
Its purpose is to contam infla­ 
tion by reducing demands 
on 
the 
economy 
by 
consumers, 
business and government. But 
business and consumers, while 
they have lessened their de­ 
mands, haven’t done so marked­ 
ly. 
Prices continue to rise sharp­ 
ly for both business and con­ 
sumers, although not quite at 
the same rate that prevailed 
earlier this year. And there are 
suspicions that even if the econ­ 
omy cools, prices might contin­ 
ue rising. 
Even Nixon’s own administra­ 
tion has found it difficult to slow 
spending. 
About 84 billion was pared 
from budget estimates made by 
the 
previous 
administration. 
And the President directed an­ 
other cut of $3.5 billion in out­ 
lays, particularly for military 
affairs. 
But. $6 oillion has been added 
this year to the budget for “un­ 
controllable” items, such as ris­ 
ing interest on the national debt. 
Just at the time when, in the 
President’s 
words, 
“there 
is 
tangible evidence that we are 
beginning to make some pro­ 
gress,” 
there 
are 
Indications 
also that Congress and the peo­ 
ple may be getting til ed of wait­ 
ing. 
Instead of cooperating with 
the President, Congress seems 
intent on passing legislation that 
might fuel demand. Or at least 
that is the way the President in­ 
terprets Congress’ intention of 
raising Social Security benefits 
by 15 per cent. 
The Social Security Issue real­ 


ly symbolizes the problem of 
growing demands for spending 
and the need for keeping the lid 
on. 
Proponents 
of 
an 
increase 
argue that it is Social Security 
recipients and others on fixed 
incomes who are hurt most by 
inflation and thus need wage in­ 
creases. Opponents argue that 
the increase will only prolong 
inflation. 
A painless cooling off period? 
For a while some administra­ 
tion figures seemed to think it 
could be done. But now’ the raw 
issues have to be faced and 
there is no hiding from the real­ 
ization that there must be pain. 
The big challenge to the Nixon 
program now may be from the 
people. Are they willing to un­ 
dergo pain? There are suspi­ 


cions in Congress that maybe 
they are not—that the needs of 
education, for example, might 
encourage spending rather than 
restraint. 
Even in the Federal Reserve, 
which regulates the supply of 
money, there appears to be 
some dissension. At least two 
prominent 
members 
of 
the 
Fed’s Open Market Committee 
have indicated a need to loosen 
restraints on the money supply. 
The 
President, 
therefore, 
must now battle for the survival 
af a program that he feels 
might bring some immediate 
pain but which promises long­ 
term benefits for everyone in 
the form of economic stability. 
While fighting for this plan, 
however, he must also run the 
risk that he will plunge the 
country into a recession.

AMMUNITION CONTROL 
I was most gratified when 
the President signed into law, 
late last month, an amendment 
to the 
Gun 
Control 
Act 
of 
1968. This amendment repeals 
the 
requirement 
for record­ 
keeping in the case of shotgun 
and rifle ammunition. 
Formerly, under the provi­ 
sions of the Act, a person sell­ 
ing ammunition was required 
to obtain the purchaser’s name, 
address, date of 
birth, 
and 
some form of identification. I 
felt that this section of the 
law posed an unnecessary hard­ 
ship for those buying and sell­ 
ing 
ammunition 
for 
hunting 
and sporting purposes. 
Some 
hunters, 
for 
example, 
were 
forced to travel long distances 
just to 
fill 
out 
ammunition 
forms. 
The requirement also created 
new burdens far those officials 


who tabulated these statistics, 
at ain added, unnecessary cost 
to the taxpayer. Finally, I dad 
not feel that the ammunition 
restriction, 
particularly 
for 
sporting weapon shells, in any 
way contributed to the safety 
of our citizens against the un­ 
lawful, criminal use of weap­ 
ons. 
Far these reasons, I had in­ 
troduced legislation, much ear­ 
lier this season, to exempt all 
ammunition from the record­ 
keeping 
requirements. 
The 
amendment, which 
has 
now 
become law, is a limited ver­ 
sion of my bill. With this re­ 
vision, I think that the Gun 
Control Act finally directs it­ 
self to the restriction of gun 
use by criminals, and not by 
our law-abiding sportsmen.

Distenfield discussed in Mon­ 
day’s lecture the nature of var­ 
ious kinds of partnerships and 
corporations. 
A short film on the stock m ar­ 
ket was shown. Distenfield told 
the men, "Stock investment is 
not going to make you million­ 
aires but maybe you can earn a 
vacation or an extra car or a 
down payment on a home.”

PONTIAC (AP) — Infections 
probably

creased use of injected drugs by 
young people have doubled the 
rate of hepatitis among 14 to 23- 
vear-olds in Oakland County, 
says the county health director. 
Dr. 
Bernard 
Berman 
said 
recently “There is no good rea- 
gon for hepatitis to concentrate 
in this age group. It must be 
due to needle transmissions.” 
Hepatitis is a liver inflamma­ 
tion 
that 
generally 
strikes 
youngsters aged five to ten. 
Berman 
said 
that 
peace 
marches and folk festivals, of­ 
ten noted for unsanitary condi­ 
tions. are also contributing fac­ 
tors to the disease spread. 
This year. Dr. Berman reports 
294 cases of hepatitis in Oakland 
County, primarily in the Birm­ 
ingham, Southfield and Bloom­ 
field areas. Of these, 60 per cent 
fall into the 14-25 age group. 
That compares to 184 cases 
last year with 33 per cent in the 
upper age group. Dr. Berman 
fays. 
A team of U.S. Public Health I 
Service investigators are expect­ 
ed to probe the Oakland County 
outbreak next month. Dr. Ber­ 
man says authorities across the 
country have noted a marked in­ 
crease in hepatitis cases this 
year, particularly this fall.
